From Afghanistan to Wilmington 


Public Safety Depts. honored with special gift {J

WILMINGTON - On Tuesday, 
FBI Special Agent Dan 
Romanzo presented 
Wilmington Police Chief 
Michael Begonis and Deputy 
Fire Chief Edward Bradbury 
with an American flag that was 
flown in Afghanistan for three 
months during his deployment 
earlier this year. Romanzo, who 
has been with the agency for 
ten years, i so a resident of 
Wilmington. 

Romanzo's three month 
assignment began in February 
when he was sent to Bagram 
Air Field) in Bagram, 
Afghanistan. His assignment 
involved working with the mili- 
tary for the purpose of uncover- 
ing information; exploiting it 
and bringing intelligence back 
to the U.S. 

“I got to see the war on ter- 
rorism up front and personal,” 
Romanzo said, “I also got to 
see the joint task forces of fed- 
eral agencies, military counter- 
parts and different agencies all 
coming together over there.”

Afghanistan in honor of 
Wilmington's Police and Fire 
Departments.” 

In presenting the flag, 
Romanzo stated, “We wanted to 
present this flag to the 
Wilmington Police and Fire 
Departments to say thanks for 
all that you do on a daily basis. 
On one hand we have the mili- 
tary fighting terrorism over- 
seas, but we also have our 
police and fire departments 
fighting terrorism at home.

Wilmington twins raise MCAS questions

WILMINGTON - Debbie and Mary Anne Steen, 
age 23 of Birchwood Road, are twins who were 
born prematurely at just 5 1/2 months. Both girls 
weighed about a pound each and spent the first 
months of their life fighting for survival. It would 
be the first of many challenges they would even- 
tually encounter. The incubator, which helped 
them breathe as newborns and ultimately saved 
their lives, inadvertently caused their retina to 
separate from their eyes resulting in their second 
major life hurdle - blindness. 

Although some blind people are able to see 
shapes and shades, the twins are totally blind. 
Despite that, Debbie and Mary Anne attended 
Wilmington public schools, succeeding in their 
studies while participating in extra curricular 
activities such as chorus. Upon completing their 
sophomore year at WHS, they enrolled at the 
Perkins School for the Blind in Watertown. 

After living at Perkins for 3 years, they com- 
pleted the required coursework and earned their 
Certificate of Attainment in 2005. However, they

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were denied their high school diploma because 
they were unable to pass the Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System (MCAS) 
exam. 

The Massachusetts Advocacy Center states, 
“MCAS is a statewide test required for high 
school graduation. Federal Law requires that all 
students with disabilities participate in MCAS 
and all district-wide tests. Federal Law also 

school districts provide the Special 
Education Services the child needs to learn the 
material covered by MCAS. For those students 
who were close to passing, the State has a limit- 
ed Appeals Process.” 

The score required to pass the MCAS is 220. The 
twins have taken the exam seven times, once 
attaining a score ashigh as 218. An appeal was 
made to the Department of Education (DOE), 
and it was denied. Educators have called and 
written to the DOE to voice their support for the 
Steens, but to no avail. 

Their grandmother, Antoinette Campbell, feels 
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since 
that MICAS examas do not propécty phoned arog blind. Despite 
high levels of academic success, they have been unable to pass the 
math section of MCAS, and are therefore not eligible to receive 
credit for the college courses they are currently attending. Armed 
with tools, such as a computer that reads aloud the words they type, 
MCAS is the only thing slowing them down.

Finegold leads passage 
of Safe Haven Bill 


BOSTON - The Massachusetts 
House today passed legislation 
to make permanent a law that 
allows a parent to legally 
render a newborn infant a 
hospital or police or fire station 
without facing criminal prose- 
cution 

Rep. Barry Finegold (D 
Andover), who last year filed 
legislation to extend the Baby 
Safe Haven Act indefinitely, 
hailed the bill's passage by a 
150-1 vote as a victory for “the 
truest innocents among us.” 

The Senate has already 
passed its version of the bill, 
which now its final enact- 
ment and G trick's signa- 
ture, which is expected, Had the 
Safe Haven Act not been made 
permanent, it would have 
expired next year 

yrding to Representative 
Finegold, one of the bill's origi- 
nal spons since the passage 
of the pilot act in October 2004, 
six newborns have been brought 
to safe havens in 
Massachusetts.

My previous col- 

umn ended in such 

a way that it was 

interpreted as my final installment. Due 

to the gratitude I extended towards the 

readers for allowing me to voice my 

observations, it certainly would appear to 

have been a farewell. Obviously, with this 

article you are reading now, it was not. It 

did, however, prompt me to think about 
the importance of being grateful. 

It seems as if gratitude is habitually 
offered at the completion of tasks, or at 
the moment of blessings in our life. My 
experiences here have shown me new 
ways to view gratitude, and I would like to 
share some of them with you. In my job as 
a Third Country National (TCN) escort, I 
experience firsthand how it extends itself 
on a daily basis. Most of the TCN's I 
supervise every day are from many of the 
underdeveloped nations surrounding the 
Southwest Asian area. Although impover- 
ished in their homeland, in Iraq, they are 
grateful everyday to have a job and the 
ability to send money home to their loved 
ones many miles away. It is this opportu- 
nity of being good stewards for their 
households that brings them to a war zone 


to earn a living. 

Yesterday, amidst a communication bar- 
rier, a man approached me to complain 
about his back being injured. I offered 
him some aspirin, and he took it and went 
back to work. The following morning, he 
came to me and was so genuinely happy, 
that he was praising me for the aspirins 
that took away the pain. Instantly I gave 
all the praises to God, and explained to 
him how it is truly not me but God who 
works through me. The gratitude shown 
for a few aspirins was touching to me. 

I have become friends with a man who 
comes from Sri Lanka, and his name is 
Fernando. He has worked here in Iraq for 
various companies ever since the U.S. 
occupation. He presently drives a septic 
pump truck. Although his living condi- 
tions are far from desirable, and he has 
not been home for a couple of years to see 
his family, his love for Jesus and the 
gratefulness he displays everyday is truly 
a refreshing sight. 

I can't help but wonder if I am grateful 
enough for the blessings bestowed upon 
me? Some of the things that I take for 
granted back home, are nothing short of 
luxuries here in Baghdad. Many folks here

do not have any air conditioning or run- 
ning water. Their showers are out of one- 
liter bottles, and their meals come out of 
heat-shrunken plastic containers. A day 
off is, if they are lucky, one day a week; 
and working a shift up to 15 hours a day is 
not unheard of. To be able to take a walk 
without our body armor and gas mask is 
something of a distant memory, as well as 
the days of having a bathroom or shower 
in close proximity to our living area. Most 
of all, home with all our family around us 
is something we all long for. So I guess 
that for me, showing how grateful I am for 
all the blessings I have back home will no 
longer need to wait for a time when I don't 
have it anymore. 

I work at it daily here; I show my grati- 
tude to people who may not make it 
through the day due to this war we are 
engaged in. It could be in the chow hall or 
on the flight line, but these Soldiers and 
Airmen do not deserve to wait to hear of 
our countrymen's gratitude. So in closing, 
hold your children or loved ones tighter 
today knowing that we over here wish we 
could do the same, and be grateful for it,

Does this description sound 
familiar to you? "My dog, 
Cooper, just won't settle down. 
He seems to have an endless 
supply of energy, even after 
running around all day." This 
is a common description 
shared by many Bark Busters 
clients during our initial con- 
versation. 

If this sounds familiar to you, 
the first question to ask your- 
self is "How am I stimulating 
my dog's mind?" If your 
answer is "I do not know,” the 
following are some suggestions 
to help you differentiate 
between physical and mental 
exercise, which in turn will 
help tire your bundle of joy. 

This is an area where there is 
a parallel between dogs and 
people. If you have a mentally 
stimulating day where your 
brain really gets a workout, 
you are usually very tired and 
ready to just relax. If you don't 
have any mental stimulation, 
you have more energy at the 
end of the day. The same holds 
true with your dog. 

Have you noticed that a phys- 
ical workout energizes you? 
The physical conditioning 
builds more stamina. It's the 
same with dogs. There is a 
point where the exercise will 
tire them, but it takes a lot! 
Dogs can run and run for hours 
and still be ready for more, but 
ten to fifteen minutes of mak- 
ing them concentrate and 
THINK is exhausting, and 
they'll be ready for a nap. Just

Tiring your bundle of joy 


as the physical exercise will 
give you and your dog physical 
stamina, exercising the brain 
will build mental stamina. 

So, how can you exercise your 
dog's brain? Obedience train- 
ing is one great way. Making 
your dog sit and stay, correct- 
ing his mistakes and praising 
him for the right behavior is a 
great way of stimulating his 
brain. He needs to think about 
what he's doing and he needs 
to concentrate. He doesn't 
want a correction. He wants to 
be praised, so he has to think 
about what he's doing. 

A very slow walk, making 
sure he is right next to you, is 
another brain-stimulating 
exercise. The slower you walk, 
the more your dog has to think 
about what he's doing. We've 
seen, over and over again, very 
high-energy dogs crash as soon 
as they come back from a very 
structured five to ten minute 
walk. A "power walk" will give 
them more energy, but a walk 
that requires brain power will 
be exhausting. 

Puzzles are a great way to 
mentally stimulate your dog's 
brain. Take one of his favorite 
treats, let him sniff it and then 
hide it. Let him try to find it or 
tie it inside an old towel and 
make him figure out how to get 
it out. 

Scatter feeding is another 
great mental game. Your dog 
will have to search for his sup- 
per. Scatter feeding also works 
well if your dog has a tendency 


to wolf down his food. We've 
never met a dog that didn't 
love this game. 

The more you exercise your 
dog’s brain, the happier and 
calmer he'll be. He does need 
physical exercise, just as we do 
but he also needs mental stim- 
ulation. Dogs who are bored 
are more likely to get into trou- 
ble. 


If your dog is digging or 
chewing inappropriate items 
or if he’s running all over the 
house out of control, look at 
the mental side of the equa- 
tion, A mentally stimulated 
dog is a tired dog and a tired 
dog is a calm dog. A calm dog 
is a happy dog and that’s what 
we all want.

Tucker bill to protect 
borrowers from 
deceptive mortgage 
practices passes 


Senate 


BOSTON - State Senator Sue 
Tucker's bill to prevent mort- 
gage foreclosures and to 
establish a crackdown on 
deceptive lending practices 
was unanimously approved 
this week by the State Senate. 
The bill would make mortgage 
fraud a felony and require 
anyone arranging mortgage 
loans to be licensed. 

“This bill strikes a balance 
between the responsibilities of 
borrowers and lenders,” said 
Senator Tucker, Senate Chair 
of the Joint Committee on 
Housing. “It requires irre- 
sponsible lenders to change 
their practices, and it also 
requires borrowers to educate

options.” 

The bill includes an “in-per- 
son counseling” requirement 
for any borrower considering 
a mortgage loan at a variable 
or adjustable rate of interest. 
Tucker said that borrowers 
need to understand the poten- 
tial costs this year, next year, 
and in five years. 

According to Tucker there 
were more than 22,000 foreclo- 
sure filings in Massachusetts 
last year. “This is impacting 
not only families but entire 
neighborhoods in many of our 
urban areas where people 
were sold patently unafford- 
able and deceptive products. 
Gone are the days when fami- 
lies would visit the local bank 
to talk face-to-face about what 
the true costs are in purchas- 
ing ahome. Today most mort- 
gages are bought through 
huge out-of-state, largely 
unregulated companies and 
then sold again on Wall 
Street.” 

“Our goal was to prevent this 
rash of foreclosures from hap- 
pening again in _ the 
Commonwealth by giving the 
Division of Banks and the 
Attorney General the tools 
they need to license, oversee, 
and monitor this type of mort- 
gage lending. And by creating 
a process for borrowers to 
understand what they are 
signing.” 

The bill now goes to the 
House of Representatives.

FEMA to dispose of old ice 


WASHINGTON - FEMA initi- 
ated a contract clause for its 
ice storage vendor to dispose of 
ice that it purchased to support 
the 2005 hurricane season. The 
vendor, Americold Logistics, 
Inc. is executing this contract 
across 22 locations nationwide. 

Between June and December 
2005 FEMA purchased approxi- 
mately 224.3 million pounds ice 
to support the Hurricane 
Katrina relief effort and stored 
the remaining unused 84.9 mil- 
lion pounds of ice for responses 
to the 2006 hurricane season. 
However, the predicted hurri- 
cane activity for 2006 did not 
materialize, so the ice was not 
used and remained in storage. 

While there is no official pub- 
lished shelf-life for ice, the 
industry standard assumes a 
shelf life of up to one year. 
After two years, the agency had 
to consider the health risks that 
might evolve from use of the 
stored ice. 

The agency was unable to con- 
firm that the ice was safe for 
human consumption and didn't 


want to risk distribution that 
could potentially cause health 
issues. 

FEMA first attempted to 
locate other federal, non-profit 
and private sector agencies 
who may have had uses for the 
ice. After the donation efforts 
fell through, the agency deter- 
mined that Americold 
Logistics, Inc. offered the most 
cost effective method of dispo- 
sition. 

It cost $12.5 million dollars to 
store at all the facilities. 

Since 2005, FEMA has not and 
will not purchase and store ice 
in preparation for disaster sup- 
port. FEMA will instead, rely 
on local purchase or vendor 
managed arrangements 
through the United States Army 
Corps of Engineers who has the 
mission lead for ice support 
under the National Response 
Plan, Their advanced contract 
initiatives and predictive model 
forecasts for commodities is a 
robust and reliable capability 
that makes them the source of 
choice for ice support.

cated to the men and women

“We allege that these men 
were involved in an illegal 
sports gambling operation that 
extended throughout 
Middlesex County,” District 
Attorney Leone said. “These 
indictments are the result of 
excellent investigative work by 
the Massachusetts State Police 
and our office will continue to 
send a strong message by vig- 
orously prosecuting illegal 
gambling rings in our county.” 

After an extensive investiga- 
tion, it is alleged that Russo 
organized and promoted a 
gaming operation with numer- 
ous agents to take bets on ath- 
letic contests. The agents were 
responsible for particular 
gamblers. If their gamblers 
lost money, the agents would 
make a commission from the 
losses, but the majority of the 
money went to Russo. If their 
gamblers won money, Russo 
would pay them 

It is also alleged that Russo 
would “lay off” bets, which is a 
gambler's term for calling 
another bookmaker and hav- 
ing him/her accept a portion 
of the bets that the original 
bookmaker accepted. During 


the investigation, it was dis- 
covered that Contrada was one 
of the bookmakers to whom 
Russo would lay off bets. 


It is also alleged that 
Miccichi, Termineillo, 
DeAngelis, Boches, and 
DiFronzo were all agents of 
Russo. 

A search warrant was 


obtained for Russo's home at 
which point Massachusetts 
State Police seized bank 
accounts with $35,000 cash and 
$90,000 in savings bonds. A 
small amount of heroin was 
also seized 

The charges against each 
defendant are as follows: 

* Russo - organizing/promot 
ing gambling; keeping a place 
for registering bets; using tele 
phone for gaming; possession

Tewksbury prepares for trash fee 


Dubbed ‘The Deval Patrick Memorial Trash Fee’ by Selectman Jerry Selissen

{ TEWKSBURY - Two weeks 

ago, Governor Deval Patrick 
struck Tewksbury a major 
blow by refusing to sign the 

Home Rule Petition that would 
have allowed a $1.3 million 
teacher salary deferral. 
Representative Miceli, who 
ushered the bill through the 
House, promises to try to over- 
ride the veto. 

Now, Tewksbury is going to 
have to wait until September to 
see if Miceli’s efforts are suc- 
cessful. 

Miceli told the Crier this 
week that Speaker of the 
House, Salvatore Dimasi, is 
delaying House consideration 
of budget overrides until 
September. 

“Ever since I've been there, 
we take up the overrides right 
after we get the budget back 
and before we close out for 
summer recess," Miceli 
explained. “This year the 
speaker decided to do it differ- 
ently, The overrides will not be 
discussed or debated until 
September.” 

Miceli is confident that he 
can secure the override, once 
considered on Beacon Hill. 

“T've never missed one; I've 

! been very successful with 

them,” Miceli said. “When 
push comes to shove I've been 
successful and I'm confident 
on this one too.” 

Governor Patrick vetoed 
$41.4 million from a $26.8 bil- 
lion budget, or 0.2 percent of 
the budget. Included in his 
vetoes was Tewksbury's Home 
Rule Petition, which sought a 

~ deferral of Teachers' summer 
salaries to the tune of $1.3 mil- 

\ lion. The controversial mea- 
sure, which drew criticism 

from the Department of 

Revenue, was labeled “deficit 

spending” and was likened to 

} using one-time revenues in the 

Hl Governor's veto message. 

__- “There was no logical reason 
for (the Governor) to veto that 
bill. It affected no one but that 
community, It's another case 
of a politician deciding he 
knows better than the public; 
happens all the time in that 
building, the legislature 
included.” Miceli said. 

Governor Patrick did not veto 
everything Miceli put into the 

~budget, including $150,000 for a 
cancer study in Wilmington 
and $200,000 for the Senior 

~ Center in Tewksbury. 

~ “He took good care of me and 
my towns on the budget. It 


a 


doesn't make any sense to veto 
the petition,” Miceli said. 

Tewksbury officials have 
already begun the clerical 
process to manage the trash 
fee, currently suggested at $175 
dollars per household, but pro- 
rated until after the elections. 
If the deferral passes the over- 
ride in September then a trash 
fee becomes _ extraneous. 
Miceli told the Crier that he 
knows there are people in town 
that are “barely making it.” 

“The trash fee is a last 
resort,” said the 
Representative, who believes 
that you never count’ another 
town's money. “I'm going to do 
my part; we are going to be 
working for the override on 
this.” 

Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Jerry  Selissen, 
agreed. 

“From an administrative 
standpoint, we have to be pre- 
pared,” Selissen said. We have 
to move forward on the work 
for the trash fee. I am opti- 
mistic that Representative 
Miceli can make this happen.” 

Miceli is currently running 
for Marty Meehan's empty 
Congressional seat. Should he 
become the Democratic nomi- 
nee, Miceli assures residents 
that he will be with the voters 
through it all. The final elec- 
tion for the Fifth congression- 
al district is scheduled for 
October, leaving what looks 
like a good amount of time for 
Miceli to garner the two-thirds 
vote needed to override the 
Governor's veto. 

The salary deferral would 
have allowed the town to 
“deficit spend in that amount 
and amortize the deficit over 
15 years beginning with fiscal 
year 2008,” stated the 
Governor's eto message. 
“Allowing Tewksbury to run 
operating deficits, however, 
without bringing expenditures 
and revenues into balance, will 
inevitability lead to greater 
service reductions in future 


years. 
The Department of Revenue 
was in contact with town offi- 
cials prior to the salary defer- 
ral veto and determined that 
‘Tewksbury had a back-up plan; 
the trash fee. Tewksbury pre- 
pared for legislative failure, or 
a possible veto, by approving a 
$175 trash fee per household 
and dipping ixto its sparse free 
cash account to make the bud- 
get balance. That budget, with 
contingency, was approved at 


the continued Annual Town 
Meeting held June 28. 

While the veto message does 
not mention the trash fee, the 
Governor's office was aware of 
that alternative prior to veto- 
ing the measure. However, the 
veto message does tout the 
Municipal Partnership Act, 
which has yet to pass through 
the legislature in its entirety, 
as a problem solver for cities 
and towns like Tewksbury with 
structural deficits. The Act 
comes a little late, however, for 
towns to use for fiscal year 
2008 budget planning. 

“I think it's a horrible day for 
Tewksbury,” Ron Hall, 
Finance Committee 
Chairman, told the Crier last 
week. “Governor Patrick 
missed the boat. There are 
people still optimistic, but if 
anything he's done more to 
alienate people in Tewksbury 
than gain support for himself.” 

“The Department of Revenue 
is against it because they feel 
the town should put something 
in place that is long term, a 
rubbish fee or something of 
that nature,” Miceli said 
“They're all wet. They've been 
wrong before. The Department 
of Revenue Okayed this 
approach to solve some of the 
problems that towns had in the 
90's. Moving into the next 
phase, we now have another 
bite at the apple.” 

During last week's Selectmen 
meeting Town Manager David 
Cressman reviewed budget 
cuts associated with the $2 mil- 
lion dollar reduction which 
includes personnel and operat- 
ing cuts in administration, 
finance, community services, 
the Council on Aging, the 
Department of Public Works, 
the Highway Department and 


the Library. 
“There's been sacrifices all 
across the board,” said 


Selectman Todd Johnson. “As 
our fortunes begin to turn this 
becomes the base we want to 
build upon.” 

Selectman Anne Marie 
Stronach indicated that “it has 
been a disappointing week for 
all of us” on the Three-Year 
Plan Task Force having 
received news of the veto. 
Stronach recognized that had 
town officials not taken the 
steps to cover the amount of 
the salary deferral with other 
measures the town would now 
be looking for ways to make 
another $1.3 million in cuts. 

“We vetoed this because it is 


bad fiscal policy and sets a bad 
precedent,” the Governor's 
Deputy Press Secretary, 
Rebecca Deusser, told the 
Crier last week. The 
Governor's office character- 
izes a salary deferral as deficit 
spending and likens it to using 
“one time monies.” 

Deusser continued stating, 
“The Municipal Partnership 
Act is important because it 
provides funding for matters 
like this one in Tewksbury.” 
The Municipal Partnership 
Act will allow towns to 
increase hotel taxes and levy 
restaurant meal taxes, among 
other things, to help generate 
revenues to meet expenditures. 
With health care, pensions, 
and special education costs 
outstripping Proposition 2 1/2 
increases every year and over- 
rides becoming increasingly 
hard to manage, the legislation 
offers towns a larger toolkit to 
meet the need. 

When asked if the Governor 
is using vetoes to push his leg- 
islation through Beacon Hill, 
Deusser responded with an 
adamant “No,” adding that 
some portions of the legisla- 
tion have passed and are on 
his desk waiting to be signed 
into law. 

The six-month-old gubernato- 
rial administration is also 
working on closing corporate 
tax loopholes to generate rev- 
enue that may help alleviate 
crippling structural deficits for 
towns like Tewksbury all over 
the Commonwealth.

the twins are at an unfair dis- 
advantage due to their total 
blindness. “They've always 
been outstanding students and 
been on the honor roll in 
school. At Perkins, Debbie was 
President of her class and 

Anne was Vice 
lent,” claimed Campbell. 
“They've had tutoring. Several 
blind people have tutored 
them but they still have trou- 
ble with the math. Many legal- 
ly blind people are able to see 
shades and some shapes, but 
the girls are totally blind. It's 
difficult to put the math into 
Braille, and especially as it 
pertains to geometry. They 
can't see any shapes or fig- 
ures 

She continued, “No child left 
behind? Well, here are two 
that have been left behind.” 

“I feel like our good grades 
didn't even matter,” said Mary 
Anne. 

Debbie added, “It's just the 
math portion that we struggle 
with, We've passed the other 
sections. There's a lot of alge- 
bra and geometry. Obviously, 
graphing things for blind peo- 
ple is really hard because it's 
so visual. The test is in Braille 
but when they talk about dis- 
tances on a plane between 
it just feels like a bunch 


“At Perkins, the classes we 
took scratched the surface of 
geometry but just things like 
shapes of circles and other 
said Mary Anne. “We 
never even covered a lot of the 
material on the MCAS exam. I 
only know of one girl who was 
totally blind and was able to 
pass the MCAS. I asked her 


with the high school accredita- 
tion team. Preparations for the 
10 year accreditation review 
begin long before the visits by 
accreditation teams occur. 
McGinn looks forward to bring- 
ing his accreditation experi- 
ence from Pentucket to the 
Wilmington process. 

McGinn later stated, “I'm 
very excited to be coming to 
Wilmington, and I'm looking 
forward to meeting parents, 
students, and members of the 
community.” He considers 
himself to be a friendly person 
and a good listener who has 
made many friendships at 
Pentucket over 15 years, and he 
is looking forward to making 
similar relationships within the 
Wilmington community. 

McGinn and his wife Deborah 
currently reside in Lynn. They 


have two grown sons, 
Christopher and Jeffrey. 
The position of sistant 


Superintendent became open 
following Benton's move from 
Assistant Superintendent to

So, is the MCAS test as it 
stands now fair for all stu- 
dents? What is the percentage 
of blind students who pass the 
exam? The Town Crier posed 
those questions to the Perkins 


School for the Blind, 
Massachusetts Commission 
for the Blind and the 
Department of Education. 
Ellie Starr, Perkins Trust 
Executive Director stated, “We 
don't <2mment on current or 
past students due to confiden- 
tiality policies. If you're look 
ing for any statistics on the 
MCAS, the Department of 
Education would be able to 
provide that type of informa- 
tion.” 

Joe Weiss, from the Office of 
Information and Outreach at 


the Massachusetts 
Commission for the Blind, 
responded, “We're not

RMLD customers will see 
fuel charge rise in 2008 


Reading - Rising energy costs 
will push up RMLD's fuel 
charge adjustment in 2008, 
although bills here will remain 
significantly lower than NSTAR 
and National Grid customers. 

“We're talking about this 
ahead of time because we think 
it's important to let our Cus- 
tomers know what to expect, 
said RMLD General Manager 
Vinnie Cameron. “It also gives

Higher energy costs are 
affecting RMLD bills now 
because several low-cost, long- 
term power supply contracts 
are expiring in October. Since 


energy prices have risen 
sharply in recent years, new 
power sources will be more 
expensive. 

According to current esti- 
mates, an RMLD residential 
customer who uses 750 kilowatt- 
hours per month will 
bill change from ai 
$78.52 in 2007 to an 
$97.42 in 2008, a difference of 
$18.90. By comparison, 
National Grid customers now 
pay $116.17 and NSTAR cus: 
tomers pay $139.53 for the same 
amount of electricity. 

The RMLD change will take 
place gradually in the fuel 
charge portion of the bill. The 


average of 


fuel charge figure, which is 
multiplied by the number of 
kilowatt-hours used, __ will 
increase no more than a half- 
cent per month, or $3.75 for the 
average resident

From the hospital to the finish line

Chris Leonard has seen the 
Pan-Mass challenge from both 
sides. In 2002 the Wilmington 
resident was hospitalized at the 
Dana Farber Cancer Institute, 
suffering from testicular can: 
cer with his wife Rebecca at his 
bedside as she prepared to par- 
ticipate in that year’s challenge 
to raise money for cancer 

research. 

Now five years later, Leonard 
is a perfect example of exactly 
what the event is all about, as 
he prepares to compete in his 
fourth consecutive challenge 
this weekend, while Rebecca 
will be on the sidelines for the 
first time in five years, but with 
much happier news, as she is 
expecting the couple's first 
child in early September. 

Leonard still vividly remem- 
bers his time at Dana Farber, 
and along with recalling the 
amazing treatment he received 
that has allowed him to remain 
cancer free for the past four 
years, he also remembers the 
inspiration he received from 
Rebecca as he prepared for her 
first Pan-Mass Challenge. 

“She had never ridden it 
before, but she rode the year 


that I was having chemo treat 
ments,” Leonard said. “And she 
asked me if J wanted to do it 
with her next year. I did, and I 
have done it every year since 
then.” 

It was a truly incredible turn 
of events over the course of just 
one year, and as Leonard lined 
up for that first challenge in 
2003, he could not help but be 
struck by the mass of humanity 
that surrounded him and the 
reason they were all there. 

“It was just amazing to sit at 
the starting line,” Leonard said 
“I started in Sturbridge and 
there must have been between 
2000 and 2500 riders. To look 
around and see so many people 
and to know that Dana Farber 
was able to do what it did for 
me because of people like this 
was just incredible.” 

And the inspiration continues 
to this day, both on the 192 mile 
Pan-Mass course from 
Sturbridge to Bourne as well as 
on his training rides around 
Tewksbury 

“As you are riding along, you 
see so many different people 
saying thanks for doing this,” 
Leonard said. “There are thou- 
sands of people cheering you 
on. That is one of the most

overwhelming — things. 
there are so many 
cheering you on.” 

Chris and Rebecca have 
spread their inspiring story to 
others and Chris will not be 
racing alone this weekend. In 
fact, in a remarkable turn of 
events Chris was able to inspire 
another cancer survivor to join 
him in the challenge. 

‘One of my friends got sick 
recently and I told him while he 
was recovering that he would 
do this with me this ye d 
he will be with me this K 
end,” Leonard said. “We have 
another friend who had cancer 
about ten years ago, and she 
came down for the second day 
of the challenge last yea 
after it was over said, I ne 
sign up to do this next 

Certainly stories 
Leonard's will inspire others to 
run, but it is more than just the 
great cause that brings new 
people out to test their athletic 
skills over what can be a gruel- 
ing course. 

I think when you realize that 
it is not just a bunch of hard- 
core cyclists, and that not 
everybody is between the age of 
18 and 25,” the 34-year-old 
Leonard said. “While I was out

riding today I saw two people 
between 60 and 70-year-old 
wearing their PMC shirts, and 
last year I saw one rider who 
was 83 years old.” 

And after riding in the chal 
lenge one time, Leonard 
believes the experience itself 
will be enough to bring riders 
back again and again. 

»The whole ride is great, but 
going over the Bourne Bridge 
at the crack of dawn on the sec: 
ond day is just amazing,” 
Leonard said. “They block off 
one lane of traffic and you are 
riding along the Ca 
Canal at 5:00 a.m. 
incredible experience.” 

It's an experience — that 
Leonard has loved enjoying 
with Rebecca for the past three 
years, and he will certainly 
miss having her by his side thi 
time around. But with the com 
mitment they both have to thi 
cause and to the Pan-Mass 
challenge itself, Chris knows 
Rebecca will be back by his 
side again next year 

“She'll be with us next year 
leonard said, before adding 
with a laugh, “We'll just have to 
figure out who brings along the 
trailer.”

S/Sgt. Robert Eaton

According to Staff Sergeant Robert Eaton of Woburn, the worst 
thing Americans can do is listen to the news on network television 
or read it in the big city newspapers because they are not getting 
the real story of what is happening in Iraq. 

S/Sgt. Eaton should know. He has served two tours of duty in 
that war torn country and is getting ready to go back for a third 
tour. However, this one will be different as he will be part of a team 
training Iraqi army and police to take the control of their country’s 
security into their own hands. 

“T’'ve been in Iraq two times,” Eaton said. “The first time I saw 
the country in shambles and the living conditions were deplorable. 
The second time they had full time electricity, running water and 
a full time police force. 

“It felt good to know that I had something to do with that. The 
Iraqi people actually like us over there, despite what you might 
hear.” 

During his most recent tour of duty, Eaton was a recruiter in 
Burlington, He would tell the young people coming into his office, 
“mot to watch the news; you just hear the bad stuff.” 

Eaton first went over in March, 2003. For the first two months 
his unit was bivouacked in tents inside a Kuwait airport waiting for 
the war to start. 

Once it did, his unit of the 82nd Airborne, from Ft. Bragg North 
Carolina crossed over the border and fought its way to Baghdad. 
The hard fought trek across the desert plains took six months and 
then the unit spent another six months in Iraq’s capital city. 

His unit was sent back stateside in March, 2004 and redeployed

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A weekly regional section reaching 10 communities 
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the following December, causing Eaton to miss one more 
Christmas at home. On this tour of duty the unit was assigned to be 
an elite security team and won a Presidential Unit Citation for its 
work in helping Iraq gain it’s first democratically elected govern- 
ment. 


“We had to secure the voting sites for the first democratic elec-* 


tions,” Eaton said. 

On his return from Iraq in April 2005, Eaton found himself being 
deployed to what he described as his “hardest duty.” The young 
infantryman was stationed to a desk job as a recruiter in 
Burlington. 

The good side of the job is that Eaton was able to bring his wife 
Kristine (Clawson, of Raleigh North Carolina) home to Woburn. 
The couple was able to move into a house next door to Eaton's par- 
ents on Hawthorne Street, where she will be able to stay while he 
goes back for his third tour. 

According to Eaton, the decision to leave recruiting and return 
to Iraq was “...pretty much a mutual decision between my com: 
mand and me. Recruiting was pretty much one of the hardest jobs 
I have ever had. 

“My first day in Burlington they said ‘here is your desk.’ 1 had

“The Simpson’” full of great laughs

Worried that the sa 
humor that fans of he 
Simpson’ television show 
have come to love will lose 
anything in translation to the 
big screen? Your fears will be 
put to rest in the opening 
minutes, when in typical 
fashion, The Simpsons Movie 
opens with — America's 
favorite cartoon — family 
watching the silver-screen 
version of its favorite car 
toon. But just as the Itchy 
and Scratchy movie reaches 
Its cat-and-mouse — apoca: 
lypse, Homer blocks the view 
with his bubble belly 

Why would anyone pay, he 
jeers at the audience, to 
watch something he could get 
at home for free? 

I's the kind of gag that 
has made The Simpsons the 
longest-running sitcom on 
television: The audience is 
the butt of the joke, but it's in 
on it, too 

At the same time, it's an 
awlully true statement that 
may hit too close to home for 


the producers. After 18 years 
on the small screen, Matt 
Groening's cartoon creation 
has finally made the big leap. 
And with 400 episodes of pop- 
culture greatness behind it, 
this flick had better be some- 
thing special - especially if 
you're paying big bucks to 
see it 

There's nothing really 
wrong with The Simpsons 
Movie. It packs plenty of 
laughs, particularly in the 
first half-hour. But there also 
isn't any particular reason 
see it on the big screen 
instead of waiting for the 
DVD. 

Take the plot: Homer 
screws up bad again, so bad 
that it ticks off his family and 
friends, and he can get back 
in their good graces only by 
saving Springfield from anni- 
hilation. In other words, noth- 
ing this series hasn't already 
done a dozen times, and in 
less than 23 minutes. 

‘To beef things up, the writ- 
ers have added a couple of 
subplots (Lisa meets a boy, 
Bart flirts with becoming a 


Flanders). On the upside, 
they get their money's worth 
from guest spots by Tom 
Hanks and the rock band 
Green Day (the latter in a 
spoof of Titanic). 

Filling in the rest of the 90 
minutes are the usual sight 
gags, social satire, pop-cul- 
ture spoofs and in jokes. 
Some are vintage Simpsons 
when Springfield learns of its 
impending doom, for exam- 
ple, the lowlife denizens of 
Moe's Tavern beat a path to 
church, while the churchgo- 
ers run over to the bar. 

Even casual Simpsons 
fans will find plenty to laugh 
about, right through the clos- 
ing credits. There are plenty 
of Hollywood comedies that 
can't say the same. 


“HAIRSPRAY” 
GRADE: **** 
‘Hairspray’ the best movie 
musical in y s, and one of 
the best films to come out of 
Hollywood this year. 
"Hairspray" is perfect, 
guaranteed to leave you 


singing as you exit the the- 
ater. Forget the other recent 
contenders for movie-musical 
greatness. There's no middle 
ground. From the insistent 
thumping beat of the opening 
number, "Good Morning 
Baltimore," to chorus of the 
finale, the music doesn't stop 
and neither does the fun. 

The film contains some of 
the best performances of the 
year,including John Travolta 
as Edna Turnblad, the sweet 
and stout mom who helps 
make her daughter's dreams 
come true. 

The plot involves the story 
of Tracy ‘Turnblad, the 
chunky young Baltimore girl 
who aches to perform on the 
city's hottest local dance tele- 
vision show. Her mother 
Edna, .a shut-in ashamed of 
her weight, points out that 
girls who look like her don't 
get on TV. 

But happy things have a 
way of happening in musical 
comedy. "Hairspray" tackles 
the plus-size issue with relish, 
with a terrific performance 
by newcomer Nikki Blonsky. 

Happily, Blonsky is even 
stronger in the acting depart- 
ment as she gives her Tracy a 
self-confidence that is addic- 
tive. 

Travolta as Edna infuses 
the character with such 
warmth and vitality that you 
get caught up in his interpre- 
tation 

A bevy of big-name talent 
boosts the mov from 
Michelle Pfeiffer's cackling 
turn as Velma Von Tussle to 
an excellent’ turn by 
Christopher Walken, playing 
Edna's husband, Wilbur, in a 
role that gives him a truly 
touching — Song-and-dance 


scene with Travolta. Amanda 
Bynes, as 


Tracy’ s friend 
jah Kelley; as 
he ray make a 
atic couple. 

Their interracial romantic 
pairing sets the stage for 
"Hairspray's" other accom- 
plishment: It gets across a 
message of racial equality,

“HARRY POTTER AND 

THE ORDER OF THE 
PHOENIX” 
GRADE: *** 


“Harry Potter and the 
Order of the Phoenix”, the 
latest installment of the suc- 
cessful series, carries with it 
an impending sense of doom 
that takes the franchise to the 
next level of storytelling. 

This reviewer is indiffer- 
ent to the whole Harry Potter 
thing, but I can report being 
thoroughly entertained by 
this, the fifth film in the 
series. It's more grown up. 

Fans of ‘Potter’ shouldn't 
worry. They’ll get their requi- 
site dose of movie magic and 
eye-teasing visuals, and the 
ever-expanding cast of Potter 
regulars is professional and 
inspirational. 

Series star Daniel 
Radcliffe has matured from a 
just-OK child actor to a per- 
former of substance. The kid 
shows depth here, nicely 
tying in Harry's teenage 
angst with his fears of He 
Who-Must-Not-Be Named, 


that murderous wizard who 
has been working to achieve 
corporeal form. 

Intimations of loss and 
danger are everywhere this 
time around. The picture 
begins with an alarming 
sequence in which Harry and 
his cousin, Dudley, are 
attacked by ghostly demen- 
tors. Harry has to use magic 
to beat them, but then he’s 
brought up on charges of 
using underage magic outside 
of school. 

Being hauled before a tri- 
bunal of witches and wizards 
is traumatic enough, but 
“Phoenix” also finds Harry 
cut off from his longtime 
mentor Dumbledore (Michael 
Gambon), who gives our boy 
the cold shoulder just when 
he needs support.

That prediction came true. 
Eaton recalled one merchant 
the unit would buy cooked 
chickens from every day, that 
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signaled to them more than 
once that new people were in 
the neighborhood and acting 
suspiciously 

“We got that a lot,” Eaton 
said. “People would tell us if 
something was not right.” 

Aside from his good memo- 

of the Iraqi people, Eaton 
‘0 developed fond memo- 

s of some of the people he 
has fought side by side with. He 
noted that some of his buddies 
he hasn't seen in several years 
are planning a trip to Ft. Riley 
for a reunion while he is sta- 
tioned there. 

“The camaraderie is very 
close,” Eaton said. 

On the bad side, Eaton 
recalled, “I remember the 
memorial services for some of 
our fallen soldiers. I especially 
remember the one for my room- 
mate from Ft. Bragg who died 
in a helicopter crash. 

As for his new deployment, 
Eaton said, “There is still a job 
to do over there; especially the 
job I will be doing over there 
this time. We will be training 
the Iraqis so that we can leave.”

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Denture questions 
answered 
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It is estimated that there are 
more than 30 million denture 
wearers in the United States 
alone. But thanks to improved 
oral hygiene, the number of 
new denture wearers continues 
to decline. 

While most people, if given 
the choice, would prefer to keep 
their natural teeth, sometimes 
this is just not possible. 
Periodontal disease is the cul- 
prit behind permanent tooth 
loss and the need for partial or 
complete dentures, Periodontal 
disease causes gums to weaken 
and healthy or decayed teeth to 
simply fall out. The best way to 
prevent the need for dentures 
later in life is to practice dili- 
gent oral care. 

A full set of teeth enables a 
person to speak, eat and, of 
course, smile properly. 
Therefore, dentures are an 
important cosmetic option for 
those with tooth loss. 
Advancements in dentistry and 
science have led to improve- 
ments in denture manufactur- 
ing, appearance and fit. 
Today's dentures are more 
comfortable and natural-look- 
ing than ever before. 

Here is some information 
about dentures, courtesy of the 
American Dental Association 


(ADA). 

Dentures may be referred to 
as immediate or conventional. 
Immediate dentures are able to 
be placed directly after all 
remaining teeth have been 
removed from the gums. This is 
an advantage for those who 
don't want time to lapse without 
having teeth. However, during 
the healing process gums may 
shrink. So conventional den- 
tures may be fitted later on. 
Sometimes an “overdenture" is 
used when some natural teeth 
can be salvaged and used as 
anchors for the dentures. 


New dentures may take 
some time to get used to. Just 
like a new pair of glasses, an 
adjustment period is to be 
expected, and there may be 
some minor soreness. 
Reacclimate to eating foods by 
starting with soft foods cut into 
small pieces. Try to chew equal- 
ly with both sides of the mouth. 
Gradually work up to a normal 
diet as you become used to your 
dentures. 

Denture adhesive can pro- 
vide additional retention for 
well-fitting dentures. Denture 
adhesives are not the solution 
for old, ill-fitting dentures. A 
poorly fitting denture, which

causes constant irritation over 
a long period, may contribute to 
the development of sores. If you 
do not become used to your den- 
tures or they feel uncomfort- 
able, talk to your dentist to see 
if the fit can be altered. 
Dentures require care just 
like natural teeth. They are 
very delicate, however, and 
should be handled with care. A 
mild denture cleaner and a soft- 
bristled toothbrush or special 
denture brush can be used to 
clean out any food deposits and 
plaque from the dentures. Look 
for denture cleansers with the 
ADA Seal of Acceptance. Use 
caution when handling den- 
tures, because they may break 
even if dropped from a small 
height. You should also brush 
your gums to stimulate circula- 
tion and improve oral health. 
Dentures may lose their 
shape if allowed to dry out. So 
store them in a safe place in a 
small amount of cool water or 
soaking in denture cleaner 
when not in the mouth. While 


many people prefer to leave 
their dentures in around the 
clock for aesthetic reasons, it is 
advisable to remove them for 


periods of time (such as 
overnight) to allow the gum tis- 
Sues Lo rest 


Your appearance and confi- 
dence can be dramatically 
improved with the use of den- 
tures. Most dentures can be 
made to match your original 
tooth shape and gum color.

Daydreaming can sometimes 
lead to the creation of a new and 
better reality, and that's espe- 
cially true when it comes to 
imagining your dream home. 

Recently, when the staff of As- 
sociated Designs invited readers 
to participate in the Home from 
the Heart survey, that's what 
they had in mind. Readers from 
all over the United States ac- 
cepted our invitation to tell us 
how they would configure ideal 
homes for their families. 

The ranch-style home was by 
far the most popular this year, 
with more than 40% choosing 
this style. For many years ranch 
and country-style homes ranked 
fairly evenly 

Nearly 70% wanted an infor- 
mal great room open to the 
kitchen. Formally — defined 
spaces, such as fully enclosed 
living rooms and dining rooms, 
have clearly fallen out of favor. 
Only 7% requested this tradi- 
tional arrangement of space. 
But about a quarter did ask for 
a combination of formal spaces 
and great room 

Fully 90% chose the ground 
floor as the best location for the 
owners’ suite, and almost that 
many wanted it well away from 
other bedrooms. Close to two- 
thirds wanted a fireplace or 
woodstove, front porch, rear 
deck or patio, and a utility room 
adjacent to both the kitchen and 
garage. 

More than 60% preferred a 
one-story home, and about the 
same percentage opted for a 
basement. While only 26% asked 
for wheelchair accessibility, al- 
most half of those who attached 
letters expressed interest in this 
feature. Perhaps this is a reflec- 
tion of the participants' average 
age, which was 52. 

"In the past year, we have be- 
come more aware of the needs 
of both the elderly and handi 
capped, as my parents have lost 
most of their mobil noted 
one Oklahoma reader. "All areas 
of the home need to be wide 
enough to accommodate wheel- 
chairs, walkers, and scooters." 

While a number of readers re- 
ported that they really enjoyed 
the process of daydreaming 
about their ideal home, 80% 
noted that they actually planned 
to build one in the next 3-4 years.
